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Botanical and Species TULIPS 


American gardeners are just beginning to appreciate the resources 
of the wild Tulips or species. A wide range of brilliant color is repre- 
sented in their various forms, and they are permanent plants when 
once established. Being natives of southern Europe and western 
Asia, they are accustomed to hot, dry locations, particularly after 
blooming time, and should be given sheltered locations exposed to the 
sun, with the freest possible drainage. Do not fertilize the soil nor 
protect them; plant them very deep and leave them alone ever after.

We are likely to think Lilies are too fine for 
the amateur to grow because they are so 
beautiful and fragrant. However, there are 
many hardy thrifty varieties capable of with- 
standing conditions which overcome less 
beautiful flowers. Grow them in the border 
in small groups, with background plants, 
where their beauty has a suitable setting. 
Outdoor Culture. Lilies planted outdoors 
should have a well-drained position where they will 
be shaded from very hot sun. Never mix manure in 
soil around Lilies; use S. & W. Bulb Fertilizer or 
bonemeal. Many varieties of Lilies are ‘‘stem- 
rooters’’—they develop roots on the stem up to 2 to 
3 inches from the ground. These roots are voracious 
feeders and on them depend greatly the number 
and size of the flowers. When the buds appear give 
the plant a top-dressing of good rich soil on which 
they can feed freely.

Late Summer and Fall are also the most favorable periods 
for renovating. Seed sown from August 15 to October 15 in- 


variably grows well; thicker turf develops quickly under the 
influence of autumn rains and cool nights. You will have fewer 
weeds, and a deeper root system. Dormant seeding after Nov- 
ember 15 also gives good results.

Consists of shade-tolerant grass varieties, properly proportioned, together 
with sorts which do well in full light. So the formula may be used on both 
sunny and shaded areas of the lawn. Use 5 pounds per 1000 square feet, or 200 
pounds per acre. In very stubborn cases it may be necessary to renovate the 
lawn every season for several years, proceeding thus: Add lime every winter 
at the rate of 50 pounds per 1000 square feet; fork the land lightly in the 
spring, and apply Sawconure, 50 pounds per 1000 square feet and 20 pounds 
of Emerald Grass Fertilizer; rake smooth and sow Shady Place Lawn Seed. 


Repeat the program at the end of summer.
